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HOW TO HAVE HEALT

“Tw Germany, Prussia, and even Lon- 
don, on comparing the average dura- 
tion of life of the Christian and the 
Jew, a few z ago, it was found 
that, while the average of the Chris- 
tian was twenty-six years, that of the 
Jew was thirty-seven; and in Prussia, 
from 1822 to 1860, the Christian po- 
pulation showed one death in every 
thirty four, whilst the Jewish gave 
one only in every forty. Their un- 
‘usual fresdom from particular kinds 
of disease—says the government re- 
— — amounts nearly to 1 
rom certain prevalent maladies, suc 
as those of the scrofulous and tuber- 
culous type. The significance of this 
‘may be seen in the alarming fact that 
‘these two affections are answerable 
for one-fifth of the total mortality. 
The secret of their immunity from 
epidemics and disease is simple, when 
we bear in mind the strictness of their 
observance of dietetic and hygienic 
law. The wisdom of the legislative 
prohibition of Moses is nowhere seen 
to such advantage as in bis prohibi- 
tion of blood as food; and whilst this 
“point, sustained by the discovery of 


~ 


modern scien is strictly observed 
by the Jews, it is, on§the other * 
totally ignored by the Christian, an 


for this the reckless violater of hygi- 
the 


enic law and his offspring, into 
third and fourth generation, have to 
suffer. An inspector of the Metro- 
politan meat market stated on oath, 
that eighty per cent. of the meat sent 
to London bad tubercular disease, and 
a writer of the Times is said to have 
calculated in reference to this state- 
ment, “that at least 375,000 of the 
inhabitants of London anuually run 
the risk of being tainted with con- 
sumption, and of transmitting it to 
their unborn children.” And yet now 
and again, in the face of such a state 
of things, an enlightened English jury 
will find that such an one died from 
the visitation of God. The Jews are 
a temperate race, whilst we are con- 
tent to eat meat and even blood in 
enormous quantities, although all 
meat that is improperly prepared is 
positively dangerous to health and 
unfit for human food.” 

We clip the foregoing from a Lon- 


don paper, and do so in order to bring 
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forcibly to the mind of our readers 
the importance of living properly. 

The statement concerning the health 
of the Jews is no doubt a correct one. 
While they have fallen into many 
errors and observe many foolish tra- 
ditions, they have been particular, as 
a general thing, in regard to their 
diet. They are especially careful as 
to the healthfulness of the animals 
which they kill and eat. There can 
be no doubt that this is attended with 
the results which are here stated. No 
doubt they escape many diseases 
through the care which they exercise 
in their diet. One death in every 
thirty-four for the Christian, and one 
death in every forty for the Jew! 
This is a great difference, and u hen 
we remember that this is the state- 
ment of the Christians themselves, 
we may safely conclude that there is 
at least this difference, and perbaps 
more difference in favor of the Jew. 
It is a well-known fact that durin 
the middle ages the Jews, because o 
their freedom from disease, were sus- 
pected and accused of being the cause 
of plagues and pestilences. The igno- 
rant people of those days, full of sus- 
picion and hating the Jews, jumped 
at the conclusion, when they saw how 
healthy they were, when the Chris- 
tians were dying around them, that 
they by their incantations, or by 
witchcraft or some other power, were 
the authors of the plague from which 
they, the Christians, suffered; and the 
poor Jews suffered in body and in 
property because of this suspicion. 

A great lesson is conveyed to us as 
Latter-day Saints in these facts. If 
we will observe the laws of God 
which He has given to us we shall be 
a healthy people. The Word of Wis- 
dom is but a short revelation, but it 
contains truths of immense value to 
us. The mode of life which we should 
follow is there plainly described. The 
Lord says the “ flesh also of beasts, 
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and of the fowls of the air I the Lord 
have ordained for the use of man with 
thanksgiving; nevertheless they are 
to be used sparingly; and it is pleasi 
unto me that they should not be 
only in times of winter, or of cold, or 
of famine.” If this counsel were ob- 
served by — they would be- 
come very healthy, especially if they 
obeyed the other counsel that is given 
concerning hot drinks, liquors, wines 
and tobacco. The result would 
as the Lord says, that they woul 
“receive health in their navel, and 
— in — — the 
estroying angel s y them, 
the children of ond not slay 
them.” 

The Lord designed to make His 
people, when He led them out of 
pt * gave them commandments 
throug oses, a stro vigorous 
and healthy people, and it is to the 
glory of the Lord that the Jews to- 
day, notwithstanding their many 
transgressions, are a healthier race 
than the Gentiles. He has the same 
design in relation to us, for He says 
in giving us the Word of Wisdom, 
that it is “to show forth the order 
and will of God in the temporal sul- 
vation of all Saints in the last days.” 
And He further says that He warns 
and forewarns us against the evils and 
designs which do and will exist in the 
hearts of conspiring men in the last 
sore, by giving unto us this Word of 
Wisdom by revelation. 

The 1 therefore, is plain. He 
desires His Saints to be a healthy 
people. He wants them to live on 
the earth unto the full measure of 
their days. 

We hope all our readers will re- 
member these words of our Lord, and 
be careful about their diet, and the 
beverages which they drink, and se- 
cure to themselves the promises which 
have been made. — Editorial in the

WIFE REVEALS HER GREAT SORROW.

It 
is valuable since it shows how cer- 
- tain features of “ Mormonism” are 
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viewed from the standpoint of a wife 
and mother, who s from an 
experience in its principles—Eb. |: 


Fillmore, July 10, 1889. 
Mr. Mark M. Pomeroy. 

Dear Friend, — Having read your 
paper for several years, and knowin 
that you are a friend of right an 
justice, I ask you for justice’ sake to 
insert this letter in your valuable 
paper, that some honest men and wo- 
men may and understand the 
position of the Latter-day Suints to- 
ward God, our Heavenly Father, and 
this nation. Ninety-nine lies to one 
truth go out about us. But every 
word of this is truth. Our people 
consist of honest, hard-working, tem- 
perate men and women, who have 
come here from all parts of the earth 
believing in faith, repentance, bap- 
tism by immersion, and laying on of 
hands for the reception of the Holy 
Ghost. Our religion is not a dead 
form, but a living thing to be put in 
practice every day of our lives, and to 
go on from first principles, even as the 
student in arithmetic goes from multi- 

lication to things more complex. 

e believe that the Gospel of Christ, 
which we profess to have, embraces 
all truth, and that there is no end to 
intelligence, but that the immortal is 
capable of eternal increase. 

We believe when we address our 
Father in Heaven in prayer, that he 
hears und will answer our prayers. 
If we ask for the sick to be healed, 
we believe that unless they are ap- 

inted unto death that they will be 

ealed. How often have I seen the 
sick healed in this way. Ifa child of 
mine is sick or meets with an acci- 
dent, it is my privil to anoint 
that child with olive oil, blessed and 
set apart fur the purpose, and to lay 
bands on the child and ask the kind 
Father to heal it, which He has done 
on many occasions. What a comfort 
this privilege is toa loving mother. 

But the terrible crime that we are 
so cruelly persecuted for is on account 
of woman’s disability, at certain times 
and that their bodies may have needed 
rest while performing the work of 
reproduction, and also that women 
may have good and honorable men 
who will nourish, cherish, comfort 
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and support them, educate their chil- 
dren, and teach them righteous pria- 
ciples. Worthy men may have more 
than one wife, all parties consenting. 

Now, I wish to state my own ex- 
perience, not that it is an extraordi- 
nary or isolated one, but because I 
can tell it more truthfully than if I 
were speaking of one of — neighbors, 
being more familiar with my own 
affairs. I tell it to illustrate the situ- 
ation of our people. 

I am a Mormon, born and educated 
in the Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints; I understand and be- 
lieve the principles of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. honor and love my 
—— who were driven by a ruth- 
ess mob from Nauvoo, and began 
life in a new country. I suffered all 
the hardships incidental thereto; my 
precious mother at one time nursin 
twins for five months, without bre 
to eat, and _ she says that although 
an outcast from her father’s tamily on 
account of her religious belief, she 
bas never seen one moment that she 
regretted the course she bas taken in 
regard to this work, so firm is she in 
her belief of its truthfulness. I have 
had the teachings and testimonies of 
those loved ones. By research and 
study my reason has also been con- 
vinced of the truth which I espouse, 
Added to this, I have had the testi- 
mony of the Holy Spirit, which bear- 
eth record to-day the same as it did 
1800 years ago. In my youth I loved 
and married a good and handsome 
man; in f a man to be noticed 
among men for his noble bearin 
honesty of purpose, and firmness o 
character, Our belief was and is 
the same. There is little difference 
in our ages, he being twenty and my- 
self seventeen at the time of our mar- 
riage. Elsven years of happy married 
life soon passed by, in which time we 
were blessed with six beautiful chil- 
dren. Often did we discuss the prin- 
ciple of plural murriage, which we 
— ng — to — — — 
or the benefit aud purity of mankind; 
and often did I urge my husband to 
take other wives while I was yet 
young and bearing a family. Still he 
waited, out of regurd to my feelings, 
knowing it would be a trial to me to 
be deprived of a portion of his com- 
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panionship. At length we became 


acquainted with a beautiful girl, five 
years younger than myself. My bus- 
band said he believed she belonged 
to him; I made no objections; she 
was willing and soon became his wife. 
The same ceremony bound them that 
bound us, for time and all — 
Since that time, which was nearly 
seven years ago, I bave and she has 
borne our husband four lovely chil- 
dren; she two boys and two girls, 
myself two boys and two girls. Set- 
ting vanity aside, and speaking truth- 
ful y, as if I were speaking of some 
ones family besides our own, they 
are as healthy and nice looking child- 
ren as avy in the United States; also 
loving, obedient, and Gud-fearin 
children, which we are not asham 
to own before the world or our Father 
in Heaven. I am not adown-trodden, 
forsaken wife; she is not an outcast 
and despised; our children are not 
killed before coming bere, or thrown 
into gutters to be -gotten rid of; their 
spirits have been given a loving wel- 
come to take their tenements here. 
We have endeavored to have our 
thoughts purified and exalted, even as 
a garden cleansed by a careful gar- 
dener from weeds, while we have been 
bear:ng these precious plants, which 
we now wish to educate and train to 
lives of usefulness and happin 
that they may be prepured to live an 
advance through all eternity. I wish 
to add that my husband, and most of 
our priesthood and elders, have never 
drank liquor, profaned the name of 
the Deity, or debauched themselves. 
They are true to temperance, virtue, 
their wives, children and their God. 
But here is a law of Congress that 
says we shali not live with our bus- 
bands in love, peace, content and use- 
fulness, and obey the first great com- 
mund, “To multiply and replenish 
the earth,” and the above-mentioned 
have come here and tormented us. 
Our busbands bave not the privilege 
of living peaceably at home; they 
must go to prison or leave the country 
for taking care of and acknowledging 
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their precious wives and children. 
Many have gone to prison, 

my husband will leave the couatry 
until a more propitious time, which, 
I — 1 He is 
continually hun y sneaks, spot - 
ters, or marshals. I hope ne will take 
another wife, as neither of us can go 
with him; his other wife has to go 
before the Grand Jury in September 
to be tried fur fornication, because 
she lets her heart and nature take its 
course, and has not destroyed the 
living witnesses of her loving union. 
I have too large a family and too 
many varied business interests to look 
after. My dear sons, who are large 
but young, need to go to school, but 
will have to stay out and help get the 
living because their father is au exile 
from his home for his religious belief. 
This in a land which boasts its free- 
dom to every creed. 

The baby is crying, boys need din- 
ner, and I believe I huve stated the 
case quite plainly. Let our husbands 
and fathers stay at home, and out of 
prison, so that they can support their 
wives and educate their children, if 
they want loyal citizens with brains 
trained well enough to know consti- 
tutional and just laws from persecu- 
tion and intolerant bigotry.

Our 
hearts have been torn with grief, for 
we know not when we may be free to 
enjoy his dear presence and fatherly 
care again. But if it is never agai 
in this life, we know that he will be 
true to his conscience, his family and 
his God, and our love will never grow 
less because of bis absence. 

I would add, Boast not thy liberty, 
Oh, America, while many of thy most 
noble sons are in prison or banished 
from their country for their religion!

THe following report of the proceed- 
ings at the Newcastle Conference, 
held on the 25th day of August, 
1889, appeared in the MNewcastle 
Daily Chronicle oa the 26th.

report is fair, and shows none of 
the bitter spirit which pervades the 
press so generally when treating on

Apostle Teasdale, in explaining the 
conditions under which Latter-day 
Saints partook of the Sacrament, said 
they considered it essential to partake 
of the emblems of Christ’s body and 
blood represented by the bread and 
water which they used. Upon one 
occasion, when the young Prophet 
Joseph Smith was going to purchase 
wine for the Sacrament, the word of 
the Lord came unto him that be was 
not to use that kind of wine. The 
wine to be used was that which was 
made from the pure juice of the 
grape, anes in consequence of the 
difficulty of obtaining the pure juice 
of the grape, they used water to repre- 
sent wine. This was acceptable to 
God, for it was not what they used 
that was taken into account, but why 
they used it. They believed it was 
essential that they should accept the 
atonement of Christ, that they should 
be willing to serve God and keep His 
commandments, They believed in a 

sonal God, as described by Stephen. 
But this belief was not accepted by 
_ the religions of the world, who always 


maintained that the favor of God 
could be obtained by the wisdom of 
men. This could not be. That favor 
could only be obtained by revelation. 
If the human family were led by reve- 
lation, there would be an end to 
priestcraft and sects. It was an essen- 
tial of their belief that they should 
have faith in God, believe that he was 
a living God and a rewarder of those 
who diligently sought Him They 
could never obtain this faith without 
the spirit of revelation. Peter knew 
that Jesus was the Christ, and that 
was the principle they believed in, 
that God was the Eternal Father, 
that Christ was the Son, and they ac- 
cepted the atonement. They were 
pot taught by men but by the livin 

God, by God’s Spirit, which reveal 

His principles to them, however dark 
they might be to the wisdom of other 
men. They believed in repentance 
and reformation, in ceasing to be evil 
and in learning todo well. The Mor- 
mons had done this, and they were 
looked upon as something that was 
curious, as deluded and fanatical. After 
they repented of their sins, they con- 
sidered it was necessary that they 
should be baptized by immersion for 
the remission of their sins. They 
needed to be born aguin, to be bap- 
tized by immersion in water, as Christ 
had. been. They rose from the water 
to a newness of life, having been born 
again to receive the precious blood of 
Christ, which sanctifieth and cleanseth 
from all sin. Peter had taught the 
people on the day of Pentecost that 
they were to repent, every one of 
them, be baptized for the remission of 
sins, and should receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost; and Peter had the 
authority of God to preach the Gos- 
pel. The work of salvation was God's; 
He had a right to say what the condi- 
tions were, and no one had aright to 
dictate to Him. By accepting Christ’s 
doctrine they became heirs of the 
blessings He had promised to those 
who loved Him and kept His com- 
mandments. The great trouble with 
the present generation was that they 
did not believe in God, and they 
did not read the Book of Mormon 
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Why was this? Did they find a diffi- 
culty in reading the Bible? He be- 
lieved that was so. In many houses 
the least read book was the Bible. 
He found that very much the case in 
the Southern States of America, and 
when he read the Bible to the 
people there he did not tell them 
what the * meant; he simp! 

told them what the Scriptures said. 
It was then a matter of history with 
them. What was the wisdom of man 
when they saw the variety of deno- 
minations that existed? He had as 
little faith in the Protestantism that 
protested against Roman Catholicism 
as he bad in Roman Catholicism 


itself. He believed that God 
himself had restored the order 
of the priesthood. If they pooh- 


poohed Joseph Smith, they made him 
one of the greatest men that ever 
lived. Joseph Smith was quite a 
young man when the new revelation 
came from him. This revelation, it 
must be remembered, came from a 
boy, not from wise men who had 
spent half their days and years in 
studying the Scriptures. It came ac- 
cording to the will of God, and the 
reason why there had been so much 
rsecution was simply from the ex- 
tence of Anti-Christ. Anti Christ 
used the wisdom of the wise, of the 
riests and the scribes, who were 
ighly educated. To the Jews the 
4 was a stumbling block, and to 
the Greeks foolishness, The wisdom 
of the wise could not point the way 
to heaven; be wished for their sake 
it could, if that would do any good. 
Their own belief was in three things 
in heaven—the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost, and the three things 
on earth that bore testimony to them 
were the water, the blood, and the 
spirit. If they believed in these prin- 
ciples they would secure the remission 
of sins, and would be put in posses- 
sion of the knowledge of God. In 
1852 he (the s er) had had these 
principles declared to bim, and he 
now knew that Joseph Smith was a 
prophet of God, because he had pro- 
oe events that had happened. 
they had not the spirit of prophecy, 
2 might know they were not the 
children of God, for the truth was the 
knowledge of things as they had been, 
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as they and as they would be. 
The man who possessed these bless- 
ings was a man to be envied. God 
offered salvation to them individually, 
and if they rejected it they shut the 
— of heaven against themselves. 
hey partook of the Sacrament be- 
cause they believed in God, in the 
atonement, in the blood of Christ, and 
because they accepted the conditions 
of salvation. They were placed in 
the possession of a certain gift they 
could not give to anybody else, but 
they at least could — out to others 
the way they could take. If th 
would not take it, they might — — 
—God would force nobody to do so. 
They had a free agency, and, if they 
desired, they could receive everlasting 
blessings from the everlasting Father. 
The Sacrament was then given a 
large number of pererons—men, women, 
and children partaking of it. It was 
banded only to those who belonged to 
the Latter-day Saints, the circum- 
stance being explained that it was 
never the rule to offer it to strangers. 
Elder Beard followed with a long 
address, in the course of which he 
said he was an Englishman, and had 
scarcely been able to read before he 
joined the Mormons. He had emi- 
ted to Salt Lake City, and had 
ived amongst the Mormons for 25 
years. He had come back to this 
country on a mission of truth. He 
was not obliged to come back, for he 
was more independent there than he 
was in England. He had received 
the truth, and had come to bring it tu 
others. He had sacrificed the com- 
forts of home to come here and 
reach to them. He was told before 
e went to Utah that he would lose 
bis wife, and that he would not be 
allowed to write letters home. It was 
all nonsense. He had travelled 1,000 
miles to the Mormon settlement in 
settlement vans, without a penny in 
bis pocket, and he bad found a kind 
people, willing to teach him to work, 
and he had now a good and comfort- 
able home. Most people who went 
out there wished to send to the old 
country for their friends. He and his 
younger brother had sent for father. 
mother, sisters, and brother; and did 
they think they would bave done this 
if the Mormons had been such dread- 
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ful ra as they were represented to 
be? The speaker referred to the fact 
that Joseph Smith, in his revelation 
of 1832, predicted the great American 
war that was to follow, and he ex- 
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found it to be in accordance with the 
truths and principles found in the 
Scriptures. 

During the service several hymns 
were sung from the Latter-day bymn 
book; and in the evening a similar

FACTS AND EVENTS. 


— — 


The great strike of dock laborers in London is practically settled. 

An insurrection in the Chinese province of Fuhkien has just been put down by an 
Imperial force of 3,000 men, the insurgents being dispersed with a loss of 100 killed. 
The Yellow River is reported to have again burst its banks, this time in the Shantung 
district. The report states that houses and other buildings were swept away, and 
thousands of the inhabitants drowned. 

The important Hungarian town of Szegedin was reported, about the beginning of this 
month, to be in imminent danger of destruction owing to the collapse of the costly 
embankment which protects it from inundation. 

Sonoma, Cala., August 21.—A fire broke out here at eleven o’clock last night, and a 
large part of the business portion of the town was burned. During the progress of the 
fire, F. During, a prominent merchant, dropped dead from excitement. 


New York, Sept. 4.—Intelligence from Mexico announces that serious floods occurred 
throughout the country, causing the loss of many lives, as well as heavy damage to 
property. Great destitution prevails, and the inhabitants are appealing for aid. Rail - 
road and telegraphic communication is interrupted in several places. 


Sharp shocks of earthquake sre reported from Angers, Nantes, and other points in the 
West of France. In some places the inhabitants rushed out of their houses in terror. 
A few months ago a whole series of seismic disturbances was felt along the basin of the 
Seine, and as far as Cherbourg and the Channel Islands. This time the phenomenon 
has been experienced a little further south or south-west. 


EARTHQUAKE Horrors In JAPAN.—The first detailed account of the great earth- 
quakes which occurred in Japan on July 28th, and continued to August 3rd, is now to 
hand from Yokohama, via San Francisco. According to the report of the Governor of 
Kumamoto Ken, the centre of earthquake was Mount Kinpo, which is situated in the 
west of Kumoato, the chief town in the Province of Higo Kimpois, one of a chain of 
volcanoes connected with Mount Aso, one of the most noted volcanoes in the country, 
but no eruption has ever taken place there before. On the morning of July 28th the 
weather was agreeably cool, but at twilight the sky was hidden by a dark cloud, tinged 
with a pale reddish color, and the atmosphere became very close. At about ten minutes 
past eleven at night a noise as of thunder was heard. Simultaneously a strong earth - 
quake movement commenced. As the nature of the shock was unusual, some of the 
inhabitants began to dress themselves, while others rushed out of their houses in their 
scanty night garments. Numbers of them were crushed to death by falling trees and 
walls. Fifty-three distinct shocks were felt, principally in the districts of Shaga Takan- 
ami, Mount Kinpo, Kami Tunaki, and Akita. It was difficult to obtain from the out- 
lying districts an accurate account of the number of lives lost and the amount of property 
destroyed, but at the lowest estimate it is believed that fully 600 people were killed, and 
3,000 houses demolished or half destroyed. Unclad masses of people have since been 
spending their nights in the open air, and great distress prevails. Fresh shocks were 
expected, and the population continyes in a great state of terror.—Liverpool Post,

THE ANTI.“ MORM ON“ ELEMENTS. 


Nor every individual who fails to take upon himself dutifully and bumbly 
the name of Christ is a bad and wicked man. There are thousands of non- 
Christians whose moral character is irreproachable, and whose integrity is 
unsullied. In this matter we gladly make a distinction between those who 
are non-Christian and others who are anti-Christian. The former may 
earnestly desire the success of the cause of Christ; the latter resist the truth. 
They are not content with a rejection of godly principles from their own 
hearts, but they endeavor to prevent others from enjoying the bealthful iuflu- 
‘ences of an uncorrupted religion. They are moral dogs in the manger. God- 
liness is odious to them on principle. St. Paul, in the following account of a 
certain occurrence, shows us concisely what sort of people are the rabid oppo- 
sers of truth. He says: 
But the Jews which believed not, moved with envy, took unto them certain 

- Jewd fellows of the baser sort, and gathered a company, and set all the city 
on an uproar, and assaulted the house of Jason, and sought to bring them out 

to tbe people. And when they found them not, they drew Jason and certain 

_ bretbren unto the rulers of the city, crying, These that have turned the world 
upside down are come bitber also; whom Jason bath received: and these all 

do contrary to the decrees of Cesar, saying that there is another king, one 
Jesus (Acts xvii, 5—7). 

In this narrative the enemies of the servants of God are comprised in two 
different classes, viz, unbelievers or apostates, and “lewd fellows of the baser 
sort.” The first represented the brains and the hypocritical cant of the anti- 
Christian elements, the other, the necessary passions and brute force, or the 

‘dupes and tools of the schemers. The uproar on the occasion of which St. Paul 

speaks was brought about by a conflict between Casarism on the one hand 

and Christianism on the other. It was corrupt humanity against a pure 

_ humanity—vice and every evil passion against godliness. The contest was 

- waged on the unvarying lines of brute force against mind, conscience and 

progress. When the foes of God end man perceived that they could not 

silence the representatives of the Lord Jesus Christ by any just methods, 
they resorted to extraordinary measures. They “set all the city on an up- 
roar,” and thereby endeavored to terrorize into silence the lips that they could 
not close by lawful means. Having aroused the passions of a numerous peo- 
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ple, tbey assaulted the house of a single resident. Brave men these lewd 
_fellows were with a whole city full of sympathizers at their backs, to make 
an attack upon a few defenseless people. Famously, indeed, did they suc- 
ceed in establishing their own claim of loyalty(!) to the decrees of Cæsar, by 
‘precipitating a tumult in a city of the emperor's dominions, and by taking the 
law into theirown hands. And what charming consistency there was, after 
having engaged in these proceedings, to accuse the disciples of Jesus of “turn- 
ing the world upside down!” 
Fellows of the baser sort,” indeed, were they, and their kith and kin may 
be known in this age, just as certainly as they were then. Of this class are 
_they who assail ideas with brute force; who disturb the peace and quiet of 
their fellows to accomplish their purposes; who seek to terrorize into flight 
those who cannot be induced to forswear their convictions, and to sear their 
consciences; who, sure of their own immunity from danger, attack defense- 
less men and women, and override the Jaw in their fury. These are of the 
„ baser sort,” and with them are numbered bypocritical professors—rank 
_ blasphemers of the name of Christ—who, having turned the Gospel of salva- 
tion upside down, accuse of this crime those who are endeavoring to establish 
in praper form, and as they were primarily ordained, the principles which 
Christ bequeathed to man as his richest legacy. 
_ There is another class of Christ's enemies which is represented by Demetrius, 
the silversmith, who by making silver shrines for Diana, brought no small 
gain unto the craftsmen; whom be called together with the workmen of like 
occupation, and said, Sire, ye know that by this craft we have our wealtb. 
Moreover ye see and hear, that not alone at Ephesus, but almost throughout 
all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and turned away much people, saying that 
they be no gods, which are made with hands: so that not only this our craft 
is in danger to be set at nought: but also that the temple of the great goddess 
Diana should be despised, and her maguiticer.ce should be destroyed, whom 
all Asia and the world worshippeth” (Acts xix, 24—27). The interest which 
Demetrius and his fellows took in the popular worship of the times was 
measured by the amount of money they could make out of it. But Paul's 
preaching endangered their cruft,“ and they became filled with enmity 
against him. It seems strange that an enlightened people could admit any 
force whatever in the charge against the apostle; for apparently the burden 
of his teachings was the self-evident truth that they be no gods, which are 
made with hands.” But however credulous and superstitious that people 
may now seem to us, the mass of mankind at present are but little in advance 
ol them. The old idea that man himself, by his own skill and labor, could 
fashion a god, has developed into the not less absurd notion that he can, by 
his own wisdom, frame a true system of worship. He is now willing to ac- 
knowledge that be can not make a god that is divine, but still he thinks he 
can make a church that is. He imagines that the Luthers, the Calvins, the 
Knoxes, the Wesleys, and a host of others who never claimed to be divinely 
- commissioned, and who by their disugreements prove conclusively that they 
never were, can set up religious institutions that either are divine, or which 
serve just the same purposes that a divine institution would. The world 


has something to learn respecting this matter, and when it has passed into 
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the next stage of development, it will know that it can make a god that is 
Divine, as easily as it can make a Church that is divine. The religion of 
Demetrius was a false one; but he enjoyed the benefits of his “ craft” under 
it; and every other false religious system is full of those who gain their live- 
lihood by it. They make merchandise of the souls of men. They will save 
them for so much per year, and seldom fail to go where they can obtain a 
higher price for the work of salvation, though they may catch fewer fishes. 
They sell their Jabor in the Master’s vineyard just as a common craftsman 
does his in any line of trade; that is, to the highest bidder. They make a 
“craft” business of religion, and wo betide the man who dares to interfere 
with their profits; who presumes to point out these teachers as false because 
they “ preach for hire and divine for money.” Let it be proclaimed that the 
true Gospel of Christ wherever found, must be taught to the poor “ without 
money and without price,” and forthwith the Demetriuses of these times 
show themselves, just as their ancient namesakes did. ) | 

The Apostle Paul when writing to Timothy concerning the character of 

those people who should be found opposing the truth in the last days, very 
aptly describes the rabid anti- Mormon” elements. His delineation of their 
moral make-up is faithful to life. He says: 

This know also, that in the last days perilous times shall come. For men 
shall be lovers of their own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, 
disobedient to parents, unthankful, unholy, without natural affection, truce- 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, 1 despisers of those that are Fog: 
traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of pleasure more than lovers of : 
_ having a form of godliness, but denying the power thereof: from such turn 
away. For of this sort are they which creep into houses, and lead captive 
silly women laden with sins, led away with divers lusts, ever learning, and 
never able to come to the knowledge of the truth. Now as Jannes and 
Jambres withstood Moses, so do these also resist the truth: men of corrupt 
minds, reprobate concerning the faith (2 Tim iii, 1—8). ; , 

Space will not permit us to enter into a consideration of all these different 
characteristics; but brief comments will be penned respecting a few of them. 
St. Paul says the opponents of the truth are boasters. Vainglorious and self- 
assuming, they value themselves above their fellows. They are strangers to 
humility, and wise above what God has written. The counsel and aid of 
the Almighty is foreign to their purposes. They act as if His direction of 
their uffairs, except as they may dictate, is unnecessary and officious. They 
pose as the people who build up, and who teardown. They mark out what 
God shall do in this world, and what He shall not do. They boast of their 
wisdom, science, civilization, fine governments, etc., and consequently of their 
laws which legalize the ruin of women by hosts, and of their license systems 
by which millions of people are pauperized, and multitudes go down to drunk- 
ards’ graves. They boast of their purposed drivings of a weak and non- 
combative people. They boast of what they think they bave done, by brute 
force, to suppress freedom of thought and conscience. They boast of what is 
their eternal shame. | 

They are without natural affection. They trample upon the instincts which 
God primarily implanted within every human heart. Mothers forget their 
children in the wild craze for the sinful pleasures of society. Fathers and 
husbands forsake their wives and children for the smiles of the syren, and 
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leave them to become the prey of circumstances. Infanticide is widely 
practiced, that the living witnesses of ruined virtue may not appear among 
men—that parents may not have to provide for their offspring, or may make 
a few pounds by their death. 

They are trucebreakers, or those who “are bound by no promise, 
held by no engagement, obliged by no oith.“ They are persons who 
readily promise anything because they have no real intention of 
performing their obligations. They are defaulting bank presidents and 
cashiers. They are lawmakers, who swear allegiance to constitutional gov- 
ernment, and then trample their oaths under foot to accomplish private pur- 
poses, or to gratify the demands of prejudice, bigotry and hate. They are 
governors and magistrates; officers of the state, whose duty it is to see that 
the humblest in the land are accorded the full protection of the law; and yet 
who allow the strong to oppress the weak, and to terrorize the defenseless. 
Trucebreakers are they who covenant with God to be meek, peaceable and 
Christ-like, and then advocate the extermination of religious opponents by 
violence, by shot, shell and the sword; and with them also must be classed 
those who are in sympathy with such diabolical purposes. 

They are false accusers. They do the devil’s work, for he is the instigator 
of every false accusation of whatever name or nature. They are slanderers, 
and are ever striving to ruin the character of others. If they do not invent 
the falsehoods which they circulate, they become parties thereto by giving 
them currency. No lie is too absurd or palpably false for them not to believe 
provided it is leveled at the truth. 

They are traitors. While making loud professions of their loyalty to gov- 
ernment, and of their regard for law and order, they do not scruple to over- 
ride the law whenever it suits their purpose. They will falsely assert that a 
people are in rebellion, and then subvert the principles of the government to 
crush them. These are true anarchists, nihilists, traitors to every rule of 
right and justice. They are traitors to their God, and in open and defiant 
rebellion against His rule and authority in the earth. They look on Him as 
they do upon a foreign power, and deny that He has the right to legislate for 
His people unless He does so in harmony with human preferences. These 
are traitors to God, and traitors likewise to the bighest and most s:cred in- 
terests of humanity. 

They have a form of godliness. Religious men, as the world goes, of course, 
They go to Church. They con over their prayers like a parrot. They give 
of their means to further the iuterests of buman religious systems and 
secular institutions, because they would lose caste if they did not. They are 
externally quite sanctimonious. They have religion in their creed, but not 
in their lives—godliness pinned on their coat sleeve, but not established in 
their hearts. Of this sort are they who “creep into houses and lead captive 
silly women, led away with divers luste.” 

Now, these are the characters which anciently opposed the truth, and who, 
according to prophecy, are to oppose it in the last days. Such is the teach- 
ing of Scripture, and conversely we have the proposition that what such men 
fight against is the truth of God. Mankind are thus supplied with a test by 
which the truth may be known. It isa test which is within reach of any and 
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of every man who cares to use it. “Mormonism” may be tried by it. Ask 
the man whom you know to be a hypocrite, whose religion all consists of ex- 
ternal show, if he wants to adopt the principles of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. You will get the invariable answer, no. Ask the “lewd 
‘fellows of the baser sort,” the seducers of silly women, the betrayers of female 
virtue, if they are in harmony with “ Mormon” teachings, and they will 
answer, no. Ask the Demetriuses of these times whose “craft” is their reli- 
gion, if they are friendly to the Gospel of the Saints. They will tell you no. 
Ask the proud boaster; ask the man or woman from whose heart the spark 
of natural affection has fled, if he or she will do aught to aid the Mormon” 
cause. They will answer, no. Ask the covenant breaker, the deceitful 
fraud, the liar, slanderer, and false accuser, if he ‘desires to regulate his life 
according to the principles which Joseph Smith taught, and he will respond, 
‘no. Ask traitors to their friends, families, country or God; ask anarchists, 
socialists, nibilisis, and every other element that seeks the destruction of 
‘society; ask violators of the law, criminals in their cells, the murderer on the 
‘gallows, if they want to live and die by the principles which are taught by 
the Latter-day Saints, and they will respond, no. Ask the selfish, covetous, 
proud man; the blasphemous, disobedient, unthankful man; the unholy, 
incontinent, fierce man; ask the man who oppresses the poor, robs the widow 
and fatherless, if he is friendly enough to “Mormonism” to aid it with his 
influence and means, and be will tell you no. Let this test be applied 
honestly ; let the Gospel of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints be set forth to the understanding of men as it is, not as it is reputed 
to be, and we have no fear that these principles will suffer from being found in 
harmony with the fet lings of the unrighteous, wicked and corrupt classes of 
mankind that we have mentioned. Their rejection of this Gospel is a seal of 
its divinity. It gives men who lead lives of evil and folly no hope for the 
world to come; it teaches that men shall be rewarded hereafter: according to 
the deeds done inthe body. A people who are righteous need have no repug- 
nance to such a Gospel; those who are wicked have abundant cause to fear 
it, and bence they oppose and seek to crush it. Get into line for or against 
it, ye people of this world, God Himself will take care of the truth. B.

El.ler Noyes reported his labors in 
the Lisburn Dis riet, and said that a 
spirit of inquiry was manifested to 
some extent in that locality. A goodly 
number of tracts had been distributed, 
and when the Elders called to ex- 
change them for a different kind, the 
people seemed quite willing to accept 
them. He bore testimony to the 
truth of the Gosp-l, and said as an 
evidence of his faith, he had left his 
home and friends, and had come 7,000 
miles to teach the principles of salva- 
tion to his fellow-men, and at the 
sime time d-frayed his own expenses. 

Elder Purkins corroborated the re- 
port of Elder Noyes, and added that 
while be had labored in Ireland he 
had taken pleasure in trying to get 
the Gospel before the people, and to 
texch them the plan of salvation. He 
thought good would be accomplished 
in the Lisburu District. 

Elder Alma H. Hale said, since bis 
arrival in Ireland he had labored in aud 
around Belfast, and took pains to get 
his testimony and the principles of 
the Gospel before the public by pri- 
vat» conversation, and also by holding 
open-air mee ings and distributing 
the written word. On some occasions 
he met with ———— and on 
others with n ad been 
treated very kin K* the Saints. 
President H. ayne reported 
having been in Ireland about twenty- 


one months, during which time he 
had labored in various parts of the 
Mission; found a number of people 
apparently interested in bis m 

tut up to the present not one had soli- 
cited baptism and fellowship in the 
Church. Thousands of tracts had 
been distributed, and the Elders had 
met with many friends who were not 
identified with the Church, some of 
whom had opened their houses for 
them to hold meetings and had pro- 
vided them with food and shelter, but 
conversions have been few. 

President Teasdale then addressed 
the mecting. He knew a great deal 
of prejudice existed against the Lat- 
ter-day Saints, and so there did 
against the former day Saints. It was 
thus from the beginning. Jesus Christ 
was crucified as an impostor, while 
His converts were everywhere spoken 
against. When He sent forth His 
apostles to preach the Gospel, He 
commanded them to go and preach 
the Gospel to every creature, and he 
that believed and was baptized should 
be saved. The speaker here referred 
to the inconsistency of infant baptism, 
and showed that it was unscriptural. 
He proved it to be binding upon those 
only who are capable of repenting, and 
said the Saints realized the impurt- 
ance of the ordinance; but the greater 
part of mankind were rejecting it, and 
would bring upon themselves the con- 
demnation of God, as did the antedi- 
luvians.

A vote of thanks was then ten- 
dered Elder Payne for his faithful 
services. 

President Teasdale read the finan- 
cial and statistical reports for the six 
months ending June 30, 1889. The 
former showed there had been £26 
lls. 10d. received during the said 
time; and tbe latter showed there 
were in the Irish Mission—2 High 
Priests, 3 Seventies, 11 Elders, 2 
Priests, 2 Teachers, 5 Deacons, 45 
members; total officers and members, 
63. Three have been baptized, 3 have 
emigrated over eight years of age, and 
1 under eight years, and 11 have been 
excommunicated. 

President Teasdale then addressed 
the meeting. Said he was pleased to 
meet with the Saints of the Irish 
Mission, as about thirty years had 
elapsed since he last visited the Saints 
on the Emerald Isle; and all he met 
at that time had either emigrated or 
left the Church; but he was glad to 
see there was still a few who had 
courage to embrace the 2 ular 
doctrines of the Church o — 
Christ. He then gave an interesting 
outline of his travels and labors on 
his way to Zion, and among the Saints 
when there. He spoke also of his 
missionary labors in the Southern 
States, and exhorted all present to 
diligence and faithfulness. 

der S. R Brough was the next 
spexker, and said he felt his inability 
to instruct and edify the audience ex- 
cept by divine aid. He dwelt for a 
time upon the necessity of the Saints 
being punctual in attending their 
meetings; suid we are still children, 
and could learn but little at a time, 
and we need to have our lessons re- 
posted in our bearing very frequently. 

e are nut able to learn our whole 
duty to God at one time; and He bas 
informed us we cannot be saved in 
ignorance; hence the absolute neces- 
sity of continuing in attendance at 
dur schools of instruction which treat 
on matters pertaining to the kingdom 


of God. We have all entered the 
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same school, and taken 
text books, and when the day of 
examination shall come some will 
come out with high honors, ang 
embraced the opportunities afford 
them. He encouraged all to cultivate 
a spirit of love and kindness, and to 
warn their fellow-men of God’s yw 

as these duties are enjoined by 
the Gospel. Said he had labored in 
Wales for some time, and there en- 
joyed the blessings of God, and de- 
sired to merit their continuance in his 
new field. He wished to be a friend 
to one and all, and to do some good 
1 to his fellow-man the way 
of life.
